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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 to 9 are presented for examination. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The references listed in the information disclosure statement submitted on 6-19- 
2008 have been considered by the examiner (see attached PTO-1449). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 to 9 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for the allowance of the claims is the inclusion of the limitation of "determining an 
offset value for cyclic column shift for each submatrix of the lifted generalized dual- 
diagonal matrix;" in a method for generating a low density parity check code. The prior 
art made of record teaches a method and an apparatus for generating low density party 
check codes using a matrix. Hocevar (USP 7178080 B2), one such example of the 
prior art teaches hardware efficient low density parity check codes for digital 
communication; however, the prior art made of record taken alone or in combination 
fails to teach or fairly suggest or render obvious the novel element of the instant 
invention of generating a LDPC coding using the step of "determining an offset value for 
cyclic column shift for each submatrix of the lifted generalized dual-diagonal matrix."
